This  service  is  sponsored  by  Mr.  Arthur

During  the  past  three  decades,  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  has  commissioned 
nearly  seventy  outstanding  Jewish  com¬ 
posers  of  the  twentieth  century  to  write 
liturgical  music  for  the  enrichment  of 
synagogue  music  in  America.  These  pro¬ 
grams  have  been  dedicated  to  the  enhance¬ 
ment  of  Jewish  worship  and  a  wider 
diffusion  and  utilization  of  resources  of 
Jewish  music. 

Cantor  Lefkowitz  and  Mr.  Kaplan,  in 
consultation  with  leading  musicologists, 
have  selected  the  finest  of  these  musical 
gems.  The  program  on  April  22,  will 
include  many  of  these  works  which  will 
be  sung  by  Cantor  Lefkowitz. 

Mr.  Kaplan,  our  newly  appointed 
director  of  choral  activities,  has  con¬ 
ducted  concerts  at  Carnegie  Hall,  Phil¬ 
harmonic  Hall,  Tully  Hall  and  the 
Juilliard  Theatre  and  has  been  the  guest 
conductor  of  the  Israel  Philharmonic 
Orchestra  on  several  occasions.  Harold 
Schonberg,  senior  critic  of  the  New  York 
Times,  wrote  of  him:  "The  young,  vital 
Israeli  conductor,  Abraham  Kaplan,  has 
real  flair  and  he  makes  music  with  ex- 
huberance.  ...  He  conducts  forcefully. 
There  is  shape  to  his  work  and  style’’. 

Congregants,  their  families  and  friends 
are  invited  to  attend  this  special  service 
which  is  a  major  musical  event  and  a 
contribution  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
to  the  furtherance  of  the  American  Jewish 
cultural  heritage.

The  Sabbath  morning  service  on  March 
12,  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Sarah 
Shapiro  was  a  brilliant  event  attended  by 
a  capacity  congregation.  The  service  was 
conducted  by  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  and 
Cantor  Lefkowitz,  highlighted  by  the 
participation  of  the  Camerata  Singers,  a 
nationally  acclaimed  professional  chorus 
directed  by  Mr.  Abraham  Kaplan  with 
Mr.  Neil  Robinson  at  the  organ.  Cantor 
Lefkowitz  together  with  Mr.  Abraham 
Kaplan,  our  newly  appointed  director  of 
choral  activities,  developed  the  service 
and  the  result  was  an  inspiring,  religious 
musical  service.  Cantor  Lefkowitz,  who 
continues  the  high  cantorial  standards  of 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  inspired  the 
congregation  with  his  beautiful  presenta¬ 
tion  of  many  choral  masterpieces,  the 
works  of  distinguished  composers  taken 
from  the  treasures  of  Jewish  culture  of 
the  past  three  centuries. 

In  his  remarks,  Rabbi  Nadich  paid 
tribute  to  Cantor  Lefkowitz  and  the 
accompanying  artists.  We  quote  in  part 
from  his  words: 

"One  of  the  Jewish  sages  noted  that 
the  numerical  value  of  the  letters  in  the 
Hebrew  word  for  "song”  is  equal  to  that 
of  the  Hebrew  word  for  "prayer”.  Song 
in  the  synagogue  is  prayer  to  God.  It  is 
also  something  else.  Through  music  we 
are  given  more  than  music.  Music  in  the 
synagogue  is  a  creative  force  for  both 
religious  expression  and  understanding. 
It  magnifies  and  expands  the  religious 
experience  of  Divine  worship — especially 
when  it  is  of  such  great  beauty  as  the 
music  we  hear  today  presented  by  Cantor 


Lefkowitz  and  the  Camerata  Singers 
directed  by  Abraham  Kaplan  with  Neil 
Robinson  at  the  organ.  Eadh  is  a  great 
artist  and  their  blended  artistry  is  both 
a  musical  treat  and  also  a  rare  religious 
experience. 

"Research  of  many  months  was  re¬ 
quired  to  seek  out  appropriate  classical 
liturgical  music  of  the  past  three  centuries. 
This  joyous  burden  was  carried  by  David 
Lefkowitz  and  Abraham  Kaplan.  We  are 
grateful  to  them,  the  Camerata  Singers 
and  Mr.  Robinson  for  the  unique  con¬ 
tribution  each  has  made  to  this  glorious 
service.  ...” 

This  service  was  the  first  in  a  series 
of  unusual  musical  programs  at  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  this  spring.  The 
second  —  the  details  of  which  are  printed 
on  page  1  of  this  Bulletin  will  take 
place  on  Friday  night,  April  22.  It  will 
be  a  concert  of  contemporary  Jewish 
liturgical  music. 

The  third  event  on  Thursday  evening, 
May  19,  will  be  a  concert  with  symphony 
orchestra  and  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
Chorale  of  75  voices  directed  by  Mr. 
Kaplan  and  performed  by  Cantor 
Lefkowitz  as  soloist.  Complete  details 
will  soon  be  in  the  mail.  For  these  major 
cultural  events  at  our  synagogue,  we 
hope  that  you  will  reserve  both  dates. 

Several  dedicated  congregants  have 
made  the  concerts  possible  by  their  gen¬ 
erosity.  It  is  hoped  that  others  will  join 
their  number.  It  is  also  still  possible  to 
memorialize  a  loved  one  by  naming  one 
of  the  musical  programs  in  his  or  her 
memory.

Scroll  Prepared  by  Students 

Under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Jay  Green¬ 
span,  a  former  member  of  the  High 
School  faculty  specializing  in  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  megillot  and  ketubot,  the 
calligraphy  class  members  of  the  High 
School  prepared  a  scroll  of  the  "Song  of 
Songs”  presented  to  the  synagogue  on 
Shavuot  1975.  At  the  Sabbath  service, 
April  9,  the  seventh  day  of  Passover, 
several  of  the  students  who  worked  on 
the  scroll  will  read  from  it — a  tradition 
during  Passover. 

The  scroll  done  on  a  roll  of  parchment 
is  written  in  script  similar  to  that  used 
by  scribes.  Each  student  selected  and 
copied  one  section  of  the  lyrical  love 
songs  that  have  been  traditionally  as¬ 
cribed  to  Solomon.
